REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 are pending in the present application. In the above amendments, Claims 1, 
3 and 18-20 have been amended. 

The 1/11/2005 Office Action rejected Claims 18-20 under 35 U.S.C. § 112 for reciting 
"apparatus." Applicants amended these claims to recite "system," which has antecedent basis in 
base Claim 17. 

The Office Action rejected Claims 1-5 and 7-20 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over March et al. (U.S. publication no. US2003/0007486A1) in view of Abrol et al. 
(U.S. publication no. US2002/0 154627). 

The Office Action also rejected Claim 6 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over March et al. (U.S. publication no. US2003/0007486A1) in view of Abrol et al. (U.S. 
publication no. US2002/0154627; Application No. 09/839,429) further in view of Mulligan et al. 
(U.S. publication no. US2003/0095540). 

Applicants respectfully submit that there is no motivation to combine March and Abrol, 
without using the present application as a blueprint. 

In addition, 35 USC 103(c) states that subject matter which qualifies as prior art only 
under 35 USC 102(e) shall not preclude patentability under 35 USC 103 where the subject matter 
and the claimed invention are owned by the same person. As shown by the attached assignment, 
Abrol (Application No. 09/839,429) is assigned to the same assignee, Qualcomm, as the present 
patent application. The present application was filed on March 4, 2002, which is before Abrol's 
publication date, Oct. 24, 2002. Thus, Abrol only qualifies as potential prior art under 35 USC 
102(e) and not 35 USC 102(a) or (b). Abrol does not qualify as prior art for a 35 USC 103 
rejection of the present claims. The Office Action stated "March fails to disclose the association 
of the NAT with the Network Access Identifier (NAI)." Applicants respectfully submit that 
Claims 1-20 are allowable over March.
